TRYING TO CROSS 


NATION IN DAY 


NORTH PLATTE, Neb., June 23. 


—Lieutenant Maughan left North 
Platte at 1 p m , (mountain time) 
today continuing his attempted day- 
light to dusk flight from New York 
to San Francisco. 


Maughan landed in North Platte 


at 12:49 p. m. to take on gasoline 
and oil. 


The engine was working well, and 


Maughan said he expects to com- 
plete his flight without difficulty. 


WYMORE, Neb., June 23-—Lieut. 


Russell ti. Maughan, army-down to 
dusk flier, passed south'of. Wymore 
at 12:08 p m. He left St. Joseph 
at 11:38 
a. m, and passed over 


Endicott west of her at 12:20 p. m. 
a distance of 125 miles in forty-two 
minutes. 
The trip today covered 


territory ten miles south of the route 
last year. The plane passed Wymore 
12:35 p. m. last year. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 23.—Lieu- 


tenant Maughan, attempting to cross 
the continent from 
dawn to dusk, 


landed at Rosecrans flying field at 
10:54 a. m. central standard time to- 
day. He was slightly behind sched- 
ule which called for him to reach 
here at 10:30 a. m. 


Mechanics worked feverishly over 


the plane, filling up 
the gasoline 


tank, changing oil and going over 
the machine thoroly. 
and Maughan, heading into a clear 
blue sky to the westward, took off 
for Cheyenne, 540 miles away, at 
11:30 a. m. 


Flying officers at the field were 


unstinted in their 
praise of Mau- 


ghan's flying ability, 
demonstrated 


by the way he brought his plane to 
a safe landing on the field, nearly 
knee deep in mud Maughan circled 
the field once to get his bearings and 
then shot downward.

State Cannot Take Any of Money 


Paid in By Fire Companies to 


Pay For General Running 


Expenses. 


The attorney general's office has 


furnished to George E Hall, of the 
department of finance, an opinion to 
the effect that all of the money col- 
lected by the state from the fire 
companies for the purpose of main- 
taining a bureau of inspection and 
the office of fire marshal must be 
used for that purpose 


This opinion follows a decision of 


the supreme court some years ago in 
the case begun when W. A. Ridgell 
•was fire marshal, when the same 
question was involved.

this character was threatened last 
summer by the insurance companies, 
but they never got to the point of 
starting it.

If you have neuralgia don't waste 


time before having a very thorough 
physical examination. This should 
include the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
the heart and a urinalysis. In short, 
all the possible sources of infection 
should be considered. 


There are many things that may- 


be done to give the sufferer tempor- 
ary relief. 
Menthol, one teaspoonful dissolved 


in one ounce of alcohol, applied to 
the affected parts and then covered 
with a very hot towel, followed by 
a cold towel, gives relief. The ap- 
plication of-heat and cold is effec- 
tive. 
Plain hot applications, capsicum 


vaseline, or an ice-bag are helpful 
to some sufferers. 
In some cases of facial neuralgia 


it is often necessary to inject alco- 
hol into the nerves to relieve the 
intense suffering. 
Freedom from drafts, keeping the 
parts warm and early attention to 
the underlying causes, will do much 
to promote comfort. Going to bed in 
a well-ventilated, but warm, room, 
may help to coax sleep with its re- 
freshing effects. 
Eyestrain, due to the need of 
glasses, is a common cause for wan- 
dering and ill-defined pains in the 
head and back of the neck.

symptoms are frequently described 
as neuralgia. 


Tiny cavities'in the teeth or dis- 


eases of the gums may produce pain- 
ful symptoms.

a vote and also cast a ballot for 
Charles G. Dawes for vice president 
on the republican ticket, would have 
that privilege. 
-It was generally supposed that 


when the law was changed so as to 
eliminate 
voting 
for presidnetial 


electors, who are now appointed by 
the governor to represent the party 
dominant in the election, and to pro- 
vide for voting for president and vice 
president direct that this permitted 
the vote to be split, but this is not 
so. 


The law on this subject says: 
"If the election be in a year in 


which a persident of the United 
States is to be elected, in spaces 
separated from the foregoing (that 
is the remainder of the ticket) by 
a heavy black line and entitled pres- 
idential ticket, in black type one- 
quarter of an inche high, shall be the 
names and spaces for voting for can- 
didates for president and vice presi-

schedlue: (Here is inserted a sam- 
ple form which clearly indicates that 
there is put one place to make the 
mark for the candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president on each 
ticket) with a heavy line across the 
column, separating the group of the 
different political parties. No blank 
lines are to he left for writing in 
names of president and vice presi- 
dent."

BAD STORM 
HITS OMAHA 


TREES, 
POLES 
AND 
LIGHT 


WIRES BROKEN DOWN. 


Air Mail Flying Field Hangar Un- 


roofed and Seven Planes De- 


molished—Reminiscent 


of 1913 Tornado. 


OMAHA. June 23.—A storm remi- 


niscent of the Easter tornado of 1913 
struck this vicinity last night, break- 
ing down trees, telephone poles, and 
electric 
light 
wires. 
The 
wind 


reached a velocity of fifty-two miles 
an hour and a heavy rail fell. 


Electric light wires were broken 


and the city was in almost total 
darkness until late at night. 
" The air mail flying field hangar 
was unroofed and seven planes in- 
side the structure demolished. Four 
other planes escaped injury. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 23.—Start of 


night flying in the air mail service 
may be delayed because of a storm 
which last night destroyed the air 
mail hangar 
and 'seven airplanes 


here. The night flying is scheduled 
to start July 1, and Omaha was to 
be the base of operations. Superin- 
tendent Egge assembled a corps of 
forty mechanics today and wired for 
repairs and additional planes. 


The storm did a total of more 


than $100,000 damage here. Trees, 
telephone and electric light poles 
were snapped and the city plunged 
into total darkness. The wind reach- 
ed a velocity of 52 miles an hour. 
There were no casualties. 


Superintendent Egge estimated the 


damage to the planes at $15,000. The 
hangar cost $35,000. 


Many 
telegraph 
and 
telephone 


wires were leveled and long distance 
service to out-state points demoral- 
ized. Telephone and telgraph line- 
men worked all night repairing the 
damage and service was almost nor- 
mal this morning. 


The huge electric sign on the 


World Theater was blown down. 
Damage to the sign was $6,000. 


More than 150 bathers were caught 


in the water at Sand Point beach. 
They scurried hastily to safety. 


A water drenched tent colony of 


tourists at Elmwood Park were to- 
day trying to straighten out their 
rain soaked belongings. 


More than 3,000 women, children 


and men were in Elmwood Park 
when the storm struck. They pitch- 
ed In after the storm passed and 
helped the hapless tourists recon- 
struct more than fifty tents which 
were blown down. 


After passing over Omaha the 


storm jumped .the river and struck 
Council Bluffs. Thousands of beau- 
tiful shade trees in that city were 
blown down.

Oscar W. Underwood of Alabama, 
today came out before the delegates 
as the first candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination stand- 
ing avowedly on an anti-klan plat- 
form. 


Advocating a plank naming the 


klan specifically as expressive of a 
condition in American political and 
religious life against which the dem- 
ocratic party should take a positive 
stand, Underwood sought to become 
the leader and spokesman for the 
powerful element in the convention 
which adheres to the same view. 


In his conference with newspaper 


men today, Senator Underwood de- 
clared he would stand for the prin- 
ciples as enunciated by the demo- 
crat platform of 1856 which followed 
the activity of a quasi secret society 
known as "-the "Know Nothings." A 
formal resolution has been prepared 
by Underwood, which will be pre- 
sented to the resolutions committee 
by Forney Johnston. 
This resolu- 


tion provides the direct reference to 
the klan as follows: 


"Resolved: 
That we do reaffirm 


the principles set forth in the demo- 
cratic platform of 1856 and do con- 
demn as un-American and un-demo- 
cratic political action by secret or 
quasi secret organizations in futher- 
ance of any political objevtice what- 
ever, and in particlar dp we condemn 
such action for the purpose of pre- 
scribing the political rights and 
privileges of citizens of the United 
States as is now proposed, practiced 
and publicly acknowledged by the 
organization known as the ku klux 
klan and as may now or hereafter 
be proposed or practiced by any or- 
ganization whatsoever."

Emily A. Davis was born June 20, 


1852 
in Auburn, Androscoggiu county 


Maine. 
Theie she spent her early 


lite, passing thru the public schools, 
graduating 
from 
JLewiston 
Falls 


Academy, and later attending; Kents 
Hill Female seminary. 


She was married to John Sewall 


Brown in Auburn, Maine, November 
30, 1876, and went to Lyndon Centre, 
Vermont to reside, where Mr. Brov'n 
was principal of the Lyndon Literary 
and Biblical institute. Here began 
the home life which has meant so 
much to her, her lamily, and her 
friends. 


In 1881, on account of Mr. Brown's 


health, they came west 
to Avoca, 


Iowa, and in 1882 to Crete, Nebraska, 
where Professor Brown became a 
member of the faculty of Doane col- 
lege, remaining with the institution 
until his death on August 4, 1917. 
Mrs. 
Brown was interested in her 


husband's school work and as occa- 
sion demanded, substituted in his 
class room. - 


The First Congregational church 


was so closely connected with the 
work of the college that she natur- 
ally took a great interest in it and 
was an efficient worker in its differ- 
ent activities. In the Sunday school, 
as superintendent of the primary de- 
partment during the early years of 
her residence in Crete, she was very 
successful in teaching the children 
lessons 
by means of graphic, word 


pictures of the Bible stories. 


For twenty-one years Mrs. Brown 


was treasurer of the woman's as- 
sociation of the church and managed 
the finances in a very businesslike 
way. 
She took much pride in this 


work and her reports were very ac- 
curate and concise. 


When the present church was 


j built in 1910, Mrs. Brown, because 
of her wise judgment and, good taste 
had much to do with the selection 
of its furnishings and equipment. 


In 1900 she became a member of 


the Round Table, the oldest ladies 
study club in Nebraska ,and was al- 
ways an enthusiastic worker, helping 
to keep up the high standard of work 
for which the club has been noted. 


The past few years Mrs. Brown 


has been must interested in the work 
of the-D. A. R. tracing her own an- 
cestors back to the 
Revolutionary 


war, and helping to find for others 
data necessary for their membersl$?. 
The Crete chapter of which she was 
the regent in 1922~-1923 is now, thru 
her efforts, well organized and doing 
good work. She took great interest 
in the D. A. R. and did much to in- 
still into the children a desire for 
knoweidge of early 
American his- 


tory. 
She was honored 
in being 


made "The Mother" of the local D. 
A. R. 


Mrs. 
Brown, as a member, was 


much interested in the Genealogical 
society 
of Nebraska, 
and the last 


gathering of any kind she attended 
was the meeting of the society held 
Novaaiber 2, 1923 at the chamber of 
commerce in Lincoln. 


While engaged in various outside 


activities, her home was paramount 
and Always had first place. In their 
home Mrs. Brown and her genial 
husband gave such an atmosphere of 
friendliness and good cheer that 
it will linger long in the memory of 
their friends. With her spacious 
home she was most generous, and 
many weer the college, church and 
other social functions held there. 


Mrs. Brown leaves to mourn her 


going two children, Ralph Davis; 
judge of the seventh judicial district, 
and Gertrude, 
who lived at home 


with her mother. Emily, a third 
child, died at the age of seven years.

constitution 
English judges 


have always been free to tell a jury 
their own ideas not only of the law 
but of the facts, but as to the last 
the jury is free to take it or leave 
it, as it chooses. 
It has been of 


great -value amid the partisan strife 
of a court room to have the evidence 
impartially analyzed with such em- 
phasis and direction as an experi- 
enced assistant like a judge can con- 
tribute 
But the American pioneer's 


suspicion of experts and 
officials 


very early began to shear the judge 
of his common law powers—as usu- 
al, in the interest of hard legalism— 
until today in many states he must 
sit as still as a mummy and may 
only write out abstract propositions 
of law substantially meaningless to 
a jury unless translated 
into con- 


crete facts. 
These bills would establish this 


pernicious system more or less com- 
pletely in the federal courts. 
They 


would allow the judge no greater lat- 
itude than the state judges in the 
state where he sits and never give 
him leave to say what he thinks the 
evidence proves. They, involve the 
absurd paradox that while the jury 
s the palladium of liberty and ;^op- 
erty it has neither the firmness of 
judgment nor the resolution of char- 
acter to think for itself. If it is so 
ductile and impressionable, it is un- 
fit to decide; if it is ft to decde, t 
must be capable of independent judg- 
ment. By a curious perversion of 
ideas it is thought "unfair" that the 
one disinterested and competent per- 
son in the court room besides the 
jury should be allowed to aid it in 
reaching its verdict. 


The bills are opposed by all the 


most enlightened professional opin- 
ion of the bar and should not pass. 
They are reactionary and mischiev- 
ous, a comfort only to those who pre- 
fer impulse to reason and confusion 
to law.
